10:50 A motion to adjourn 
was made and half the table 
prepared to go. It was defeated 
so settle back for the next 
round. The election regula- 
tions were discussed. There 
were some minor squabbles 
but nothing serious. However 
Council almost killed Fall Ro- 
yal. They couldn't seem to 
understand that a chairman for 
this committee was needed be- 
fore the middle of March. Fin- 
ally someone came up with 
the idea that maybe a second 
set of elections in the fall 
would be a good idea. At... 

11:35 Sufficient people yawn- 
ed and went home to break 
quorum. 

On March 20th they picked 
up where they left Off and 
added library committee. All 
but the Bar problems with 
JAC were solved but it took 
till 11:30. 
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Environmental pollutants 
such as chlorinated hydrocar- 
bons like D.D.T. have had ex- 
tremely detrimental repercus- 
sions on certain species of 
wild life. Birds of prey (Rap- 
tors) have been especially sus- 
ceptible to chlorinated hydro- 
carbon residues which interfe- 
re with normal formation of 
egg shells. The peregrine fal- 
con, the warrior of the bird 
world, has become extinct in 
the United Started and Canada 
and only a few remain in the 
Arctic and Alaska. 

The falcon, with a flight 
speed of 100 M.P.H. Plus, is 
to the bird world what the leo- 
pard is to terrestrial species. 
The peregrine falcon is so 
fierce and wild that all the rest 
of the bird kingdom cowers in 
its presence. 

The principal offender, D.D. 
T., along with closely related 
chlordane, heptachlor, Diel- 
drin, aldrin and endrin were 
once applied at a rate of over 
one billion pounds per year on 
a global basis !!! Residues of! 
chlorinated hydrocarbons have 
been found to affect the hormo- 
ne balance of the female pere-' 
grine. In normal female birds, 
estrogen levels increase du- 
ring the breeding season, cau- 
sing blood calcium levels to 
rise. These residues measu- 
rably depress estrogen levels 
in the blood. When the time 
comes for the mother s body to 
supply calcium to form the egg 
shell, there is insufficient 
amount and hence the shell is 
too thin. These imperfect eggs 
are culled instinctively by the 
mother who abruptly devours 
the egg's contents. 

D.D.T. has not been used on 
a large scale in Canada for the 
past five years. Until a short 
time ago the United States and 
Central American countries 
were the prime source of pol- 
lution for Canadian birds who 
migrate south. Fortunately, the 
U.S.A. has also banned the use 
of D.D.T. to a great extent. 
In view of these facts, D.D.T. 
residues may decline to a level 
where birds of prey are no 
longer adversely affected. 

Despite the possibility of the 
decline of levels of D.D.T. pol- 
lutants, the peregrine popula- 
tion is so decimated that their 
ability to repopulate their for- 
mer domain unaided is doubt- 
ful. To date, several centers 
have been devoted to conser- 
vation and research of birds of 
prey. Notably, The Raptor Re- 
search Foundation in South Da- 
kota, The Laboratory of Orni- 
thology at Cornell University, 
The Hawk Trust in England and 
the Canadian Wildlife Service 
near Edmonton, Alberta. No 
such center exists in eastern 
Canada at the present time. 

However, some members of 
the McGill comminity are en- 
davouring to alter the situa- 
tion. Dr. Lemon of McGill and 
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Dr. Bider, Dr. Buckland, and 
Dr. Lague of Macdonald Colle- 
ge in collaboration with Mr. 
David A. Hughes, Falconer, 
are presently involved in the 
planning stages of establishing 
a center for breeding and re- 
search of endangered birds of 
prey in Eastern Canada. The 
proposed site of this centre 
will be on the campus of Mac- 
donald College in one of the 
existing structures of the 
Poultry Department. 

The immediate aim is to ex- 
plore means of breeding pere- 
grine falcons through the use 
of artificial insemination. Sue 
cessful breeding of the pere- 



grine falcon by artificial inse- 
mination has never yet been 
carried out. The Animal Scien- 
ce Department of Macdonald 
and the Zoology Department 
of McGill plan to conduct re- 
search on the reproductive 
physiology and _ endocrinology 
of the falcon as well as mating 
behavior of the bird, so that 
successful matings may be 
carried out in captivity. 

If successful breeding of the 
falcon in captivity is accom- 
plished, the major obstacle 
will be surmounted in return- 
ing the peregrine falcon to its 
natural habitat.

What's happened in Student Recruitment 



Many have been wondering 
about the progress of the at- 
tempts to entice new students 
to enroll to study the next year 
at our college. The "Dram" 
interviewed Gordon Thomson, 
Chairman of the "CEGEP and 
High School Liaison Commit- 
tee" to find out the details on 
what has been happening in 
advertising our institution to 
potential students. 

The efforts of the Liaison 
Committee have been directed 
at high school, CEGEP and 
early university year students 
in Quebec and the Maritimes. 
Earlier in the spring session 
a group composed of profes- 
sors and students journeyed 
to Truro, Nova Scotia, where 
they spoke to students of all 
three university years about 
the programmes offered at 
Macdonald. The last day of 
their visit was devoted to in- 
dividual counselling of stud- 
ents who wanted more details. 
The NSAC students responded 
to this occasion enthusiastical- 
ly and the Macdonald people 
were kept heavily occupied 
throughout the day in answer- 



ig questions posed by the 
students. 

Earlier this month two staff 
members, Professors Elliot 
and Henneberry, had the oc- 
casion to go to the University 
of Prince Edward Island where 
they discussed the Macdonald 
programmes with various 
members of the acedemic 
staff. The reaction of the stud- 
ents and staff of that univer- 
sity seem to indicate that the 
possibility of winning over ma- 
ny of their students to Mac- 
donald will prove difficult. 
This is mostly due to the fact 
that after two years of study 
at U. of P.E.I., a student 
requires three more years at 
Macdonald to get a B.Sc. 
(Agr.). Transfer to Macdonald 
means a total of five years 
of post-secondary education 
for a Maritime student whe- 
reas he would have only four 
yarsafter twelfth grade of 
high school if he remained at 
a Maritime university through- 
out the duration of his educa- 
tion. 

Institutions with English- 
language CEGEP program- 
mes have been visited to date, 



notably Gaspe CEGEP, Hull 
CEGEP, St. Lawrence Colle- 
ge (Quebec City) and Vanier 
College. Although Dawson 
College has not as yet been, 
visited, plans have been made 
to do so. One of the most 
important reasons behind go- 
ing to CEGEP's is to provide 
students of junior colleges 
with information concerning 
prerequisites for entrance to 
Macdonald College. 

No campaign of information 
about Macdonald has been di- 
rected at Francophone stud- 
ents of totally French-langua- 
ge CEGEP's. The difficulty 
seems to lie in the attitudes 
of some people in French- 
language CEGEP's who feel 
that English-language institu- 
tions should not attempt to 
recruit French-speaking stud- 
ents since anglicization might 
occur. Nevertheless, it does 
seem too bold to assume that 
a good number of graduates 
from French CEGEP's will 
join us next year as members 
of the Clan Macdonald. 

Most of the regional high 
chools of rural areas in Que- 
bec have been visited by va- 



MAC INTERNATIONAL ASSOC. 



This is the tentative title of 
a new organization on campus 
which should bring students 
into contact with people and 
ideas from other countries. 

This organization is an off- 
shoot of C.U.S.O., but unlike 
its parent it is an information 
_.& rrui p and does not provide a 
service function. 

This group has met three 
times to date. The first time 
was to view a film of C.U.S.O. 
and hear a talk by Mr. Andy 
Hamilton on the present activi- 
ties of C.U.S.O. 
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The second meeting was a 
lively discussion group on the 
topic "Should Canadians be 
involved in foreign work?" 
where opinions differed great- 
ly. Some of the opinions ex- 
pressed were: 

Yes- Now we know more 
about the problems that pre- 
vail in underdeveloped coun- 
tries. 

No- These people disrupt the 
existing system (social and e- 
conomic). 

No- They take jobs that na- 
tive people could be handling. 

Yes- C.U.S.O. workers fill a 
temporary gap in the labor 
market - Technical Assistants 
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train new workers and often 
develop new work programs. 

Yes- Canadians learn a lot 
about themselves and others. 

No- Why should the govern- 
ments of poor countries sub- 
sidize Canadians to "find" 
themselves. 

No- They often do more 
harm than good. 

Yes- The above criticism is 
not so valid today. Volunteers 
are very carefully screened 
and are given an initiation 
course where they learn that 
they can't go to underdevelo- 
ped countries with the attitude 
that they with their superior 
technological knowledge will 
show those backward natives 
a thing or two. 

No- Their mercenary attitu- 
des are corrupting the native 
populations. 

On Tuesday March 21 the 
third meeting was held where 
Dr. Donefer, Ben Borrel, and 
Jean Cote discussed their 
C.U.S.O. experiences in Cuba, 
Tanzania and Ivory Coast.

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nous members of the Macdo- 
nald community. The principal 
objective behind going to the 
high schools is to give guid- 
ance to high schoolers on the 
availability of post-CEGEP 
education in various career 
fields. High school students 
who show interest in scientific 
studies are informed on the 
streams of study that must 
be followed in CEGEP in ord- 
er to fulfill the requirements 
for admission to study for a 
science degree. These visits 
to rural high schools also pro- 
vide the chance to make con- 
tact with students contemplat- 
ng entering the diploma pro- 
gramme in agriculture since 
most diploma students come 
from rural Quebec. 

One might ask, and quite 
rightfully so, what the mea- 
sure of success of these visits 
to high schools, CEGEP's and 
other college has been the only 
indication at the present time 
is based on information pro- 
vided by the Registrar's Of- 
fice. As of March 17th, appli- 
cations for admission to study 
received by the registrar are 
as below: 

B.Sc. (Agr.) U-1 26 appli- 
cations - U-2 10 applications 

B.Sc. (F.Sc.) U-1 12 appli- 
cations - U-2 1 application 
Dip. in Agr. 18 applications 
Most of the applications re- 
ceived for U-2 of agriculture 
come from NSAC. Many ap- 
plications come from students 
of Vanier College. Most of the 
applications to the diploma 
course have come from stud- 
ents living in the English- 
speaking rural areas to the 
south-east of Montreal. A si- 
zeable number (ie. 10) have 
applied or are in the midst 
of doing so, to transfer from 
McGill to Macdonald. 

It is probably not being 
overly optimistic to expect 
that more applications will be 
received before next fall ses- 
sion. Although no great in- 
crease (ie 300 students in U-1 
for '72-'73!) will be realized, 
student enrollment per year 
will probably remain the same 
or even undergo a slight in- 
crease in comparison to other 
years. 

After this year, it will be 
even more crucial to do the 
utmost to advertise Macdonald 
College since we no longer 
will have students coming in 
from the Collegial Science 
Equivalent programme. Num- 
bers of students coming into 
U-1 at Mac from CEGEPS 
should increase greatly since 
Colleges will" be turning out 
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their first crop of graduates. 

If the Environmental Studies 
area acquires more academic 
staff which it urgently needs 
to undergo expansion, then it 
will be in this field that we 
can expect a great influx of 
students. The Food Science 
Department also has great po- 
tential to attract new students 
if this field continues to de- 
velop a high standard of ex- 
cellence, that will atract new 
new students. 

Traditional agriculture stud- 
ies might undergo some mo- 
difications to make it more 
appealing to would-be students 
in these fields. When one con- 
siders the great potential of 
careers in Veterinary Medi- 
cine and sees the large num- 
bers of students who have or 
are contemplating transfer out 
of Macdonald to study in this 
field it is saddening to remem- 
ber that McGill once had one 
of the best Vet. schools in the 
world at the turn of the cen- 
tury. The Faculty of Agricul- 
ture should consider establish- 
ing a programme that would 
enable a student to gain at 
least one or two years credit 
toward a doctorate in Veteri- 
nary Medicine. Establishing an 
official relationship with 
Schools of Veterinary Medici- 
ne (ie Guelph and St. Hyacin- 
the) would do much to allow 
the student of such a program- 
me to complete his D.V.M. 
at one of these institutions. 
Perhaps this article will sti- 
mulate some people to agitate 
for action in this direction. 

The diploma programme In 
agriculture also has enormous 
possibilities of expansion. 
More students might be drawn 
to this field of study if pro- 
grammes were offered with 
more emphasis placed on agri- 
business and technology. The 
diploma programme up to the 
present time has been too tra- 
ditional and the orientation has 
been restricted to farming. 

In conclusion, it should be 
stated that information visits 
to English-language CEGEP's 
and NSAC on the subject of 
Macdonald College are the 
most important aspects in 
student recruitment. Next year 
it will be even more urgent 
that a thorough, well-organized 
campaign of information be 
directed at these institutions. 
Nevertheless, diversification 
and expansion of studies al- 
ready offered at Macdonald 
may in the final judgement be 
the determining factor of the 
number of students in our col- 
lege. 
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
